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ORDINANCES 


I purpose to deal with the ordinances in this article as 
taught and practiced by the Church of God: 1. Water 
baptism. 2. The Lord’s Supper. 3. Feet washing. It is my 
conviction on the subject that there are THREE OR- 

@owances that the Lord Jesus left for us to keep— 
water baptism, the Lord’s Supper, and feet washing. 
| First, taking feet washing as an ordinance under con- 
) sideration, it will be necessary to refer to water baptism 
and the Lord’s Supper only by way of comparison; that 
is, to see why they are ordinances. 

The definition for “ordinance” is “an established law 
or statute; a religious rite or ceremony, INSTRUCTION, 
COMMAND.” 


" Now let us see what constitutes water baptism as an 
ordinance. 1. Because it was a command—“Go baptize.” 
2. Because of set rules of procedure—“Baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost.” 3. Of course, water was the element in which 
. the candidate was to be baptized. 4. There were to be 
two people involved—the minister and the candidate. 

What made the Lord’s Supper an ordinance? 1. Christ 
instituted it. Luke 22:19, 20; 1 Cor. 11:23. 2. Preparation 
was made. Luke 22:7-13. 3. The elements were unleavened 
bread and the fruit of the vine. Luke 22:15. 4. Christians 
are to continue this ceremony. 1 Cor. 11:26-33. Now, fol- 

wing this analysis, let us turn to the 13th chapter of 

t. John and see if FEET WASHING is an ordinance. 
1. The same person who instituted FEET WASHING 
instituted water baptism and the Lord’s Supper. VV. 4, 5. 
2. The elements that were used—WATER. 3. Utensil, BASIN. 
4. Linen, a TOWEL. VV. 4, 5. 5. Participants: 
administerer, Jesus, those administered to, the 
disciples. V. 5. 6. Rule and manner of procedure 
established. VV. 4, 5, 15. 7. Participants are to administer 
to each other. V. 14. 8. It is permanent in that it was to 
be kept up by the disciples and all who heard them and 
right on down to us, and we are to observe it until Jesus 
comes. VV. 15, 17, 20. 

Surely unbiased, unprejudiced minds can see that FEET 
WASHING qualifies in every sense of the word as an 
ORDINANCE, not only to be taught but observed. Some 
object to feet washing on the ground that it was nothing 
more or less, they say, than an Oriental custom. Well, let 

‘ us see. In the first place, if the Lord Jesus had in mind 
the Oriental custom, you accuse Him of not knowing how 
to carry it out, for the custom was for the host to give 
the guest a basin of water when he first entered the 
house. Jesus waited until the supper was finished. And 
again, it was not customary for the host to wash the 
@: feet; he merely furnished the water, and the 
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est washed his own feet. But Jesus washed the feet of 

he disciples. In the light of these facts, I think it is 

perfectly obvious to an open mind that the Lord Jesus 

was not even concerned about any custom, but was es- 

tablishing an ORDINANCE for His disciples to carry on in 
is Church. 

If Christ did not mean for FEET WASHING to be an 
| ORDINANCE in His Church, then why did He say, “Ye 
OUGHT to wash one another’s feet’? Notice the word 
OUGHT. It means: obligation, necessity, duty; the past 
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terisé or past participle of OWE. Simply this, they were 
obligated by a sense of duty and necessity to WASH ONE 
ANOTHER’S FEET as a debt of love and respect they 
owed to each other. Then, “For I have given you an 
EXAMPLE, that you should do as I have done to you.” 
They did not wash each other’s feet there, but they 
WERE TO DO IT IN THE FUTURE. And there was no in- 
timation or hint of their having the authority to dis- 
continue it. Neither do we have an account of its ever 
being discontinued. It was still in vogue in Paul’s day. 
Read in 1 Tim. 5:9, 10. 

In conclusion, let me say that there are several reasons 
why I believe we should continue to practice, observe, 
this ordinance. First, it is specifically set forth as a dis- 
tinct teaching of the Church, Item 15, under “Church 
of God Teaching”; therefore, to be loyal we must keep 
this teaching. Again, we read on page 149 of the 1944 
Minutes, under the caption “Lord’s Supper and Feet 
Washing”: “The subject of Communion and feet washing 
was considered, and the Assembly decided that both are 
taught in the New Testament and may be engaged in 
at the same service or at different times at the option 
of the local churches. In order to preserve the unity of the 
body, and to obey the Sacred Word, it was recommended 
that every member engage in these sacred services, which 
should be observed one or more times each year.” This 
should settle the question in the mind of every Church 
of God minister and member as to feet washing not 
only being a recognized ORDINANCE by the Church of 
God, but that it is to be observed as such. Then, if it was 
necessary and beneficial for the disciples, it is more so 
for us. Last, “IF YE KNOW THESE THINGS, HAPPY 
ARE YE IF YE DO THEM.” Amen.

15,000 feet above sea level 


Since coming to Peru, the call of 
the field has been much more than 
we have been able to attend to. There 
were places over the mountains where 
the rains were falling and the trip 
with a car was impossible. Once I tried 
to get over there, and after reaching 
an altitude of more than 15,000 feet, 
I started down on the other side, only 
to be stopped by tropical rains of the 
great Andes. On the return trip we 
drove into a snowstorm on the top of 
the punas. 


SUCCESSFUL TRIP 


As the rainy season was coming to a 
close, I again planned a trip over into 
the interior of Peru. This time it was 
to the City of Corpanqui, over the 
Black Range Mountains. We had re- 
ceived an invitation from Brother 
Santiago Silva and the brethren over 
there to come and receive their church 
into the Church of God. We set a date 
for the beginning of the trip and, 
early one bright morning, took the 
mission car and two workers and 
headed north on the Pan American 
Highway from the City of Lima. After 
a 200-kilometer drive, we left the pave- 
ment and started the climb over dirt 
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roads to the top of the Black Range. 
Before evening we had gone down the 
other side and had arrived in the City 





of Chiquian. That is the end of the 


auto road. 
DIFFICULT TRAVELING a7 


Chiquian is a mountain city with 
very narrow cobblestone streets. In 
fact, the streets are so narrow in 
places that a car will just get through. 
Some of the streets are not even that 
wide. After locating a lawyer whom I 
have known for more than twenty 
years, I found where we could find 


and while on the way we came t 
where there was a donkey in the street} 
in front of a house. We could not 
get by until the owner had taken it 
inside. Brother Silva was at this place 
with the animals which the church 
at Corpanqui had sent to take us the 
rest of the way. One of the animals 
was a donkey, and he was to carry 
our equipment. (See picture below.) 
The others were horses. We placed 
the car in the large patio of the hotel, 
had supper, and went to bed. 


THE NEXT MORNING 


The roads over the Andes are steep 
and winding. We left Chiquian at ten 
o’clock in the morning and after elev- 
en hard hours in the saddle, we came 
into the dark City of Corpanqui. It 
was raining and cold. We had crossed 
many streams and some of them were 
large enough to be difficult. Corpanqui 
is a city with no stores or markets of 
any kind. Money is of little use, since 
most of the business is done by trad- 
ing.-It was Friday evening that found 
us at the end of our journey. I too 
very sick from the altitude and wa 
in bed all day Saturday and unti 
Sunday morning. The brethren began 
to gather for a baptismal service, and 
I managed to get up and take part 
in the meeting. Thirteen were bap- 
tized; two couples were married; and 
one baby was dedicated to the Lord. 
As the brethren came up out of the 
water there was great rejoicing. The

Here we came to the end of the auto road and saddled our horses for the rest of the 


trip. The donkey carried our luggage. 
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Spirit of God fell upon them even 
while in the water. What a blessed 
time we had away over there in the 
great Andes Mountains, just a little 
below the snow line, where the world 
seems so silent and where no modern 
thing is seen! The brethren over 
there had not known of our Church 
of God, but for the last five years they 
have had a sign on the front of their 
building reading, “Iglesia de Dios” 
(Church of God). It was not until 
eptember of last year that they knew 
here was a Church of God organiza- 
tion anywhere in the world. I re- 
member that I gave Brother Silva’s 
name to Brother J. H. Walker, Sr., our 
Executive Missions Secretary, just be- 
fore we left Cleveland. He wrote a 
letter to Brother Silva, telling him 
that we were soon going to Peru. Just 
a few days after receiving that letter, 
some of our Spanish magazines came. 
Brother Walker had also sent them. 
At first they wondered who could be 
remembering them away back there 
in the Andes Mountains, but as they 
read the paper they began to under- 
stand why it had been sent to them. 
Then they said, “We are also Church 
of God,” and from that day they were 
waiting for our visit. 

A brother called Simon Fabian 
Huaman, of Canis, 82 years old, came 
for more than 20 miles over the wind- 
ing and steep mountain trails to be 
with us at the meeting. He was bap- 
tized, and how he rejoiced as he came 
up out of the water, shouting praises 
to the Lord! Brother Simon Huaman 
has a church and has asked us to 
come over as soon as we can and bap- 
ize his people. We expect to get there 

July of this year. Brother H. W. 
ragin, an independent missionary, 
was laboring in this section of the 
mountains for many years and has 
now gone to be with the Lord. He 
had left the entire district of Bolognesi 
to Brother Silva. Pray much for that 








M@perery field. 

After so hard a trip over there, we 
made the trip back over the moun- 
tain trails, and then with the car 
back over the Black Range Mountains 
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to the Pan American Highway, and 
then home to Lima. Something has 
been done for the Lord. 


OUR VALLEY WORK 


It is not always the expected things 
which bring the blessings. We are still 
learning that. We did not know what 
was going on in a section of a valley 
on the coast of Peru, but near Para- 
mong and right near the ocean, on a 
hill, there stands a church which is 
called “El Aposento” or “The Upper 
Room.” There had been meetings there 
years ago, but the flock was scattered 
by “grievous wolves” and the church 
was closed. The pastor of the place, 
a worker for the Lord for fifteen years, 
had stood for righteousness, but his 
enemies seemed too numerous for 
him. However, he prayed for two years 
for his flock, some of whom had gone 
back into the world. When all seemed 
lost, he heard of the Church of God 


in Peru. He located Brother Urbano, 
one of our workers, and asked for the 
teachings of the Church of God. He 
studied them for about a week, then 
sent for me. When I arrived, he had 
gotten only two of his church in, but 
we prayed for them and the blessing 
of the Lord fell upon us all. Then he 
asked for two weeks to gather what 
he could of the church, and at the 
end of that time I returned with 
Brother Urbano, our worker at Supe. 
We found more than 35 waiting for us. 
A chicken dinner was also waiting 
for us all, but everyone seemed more 
anxious to gather into the church than 
to gather around the table. So 
we dui go into the church. It seemed 
so much like Bible times as we waited 
quietly for what would come next. 
Then the pastor asked me to speak, 
and for only about a half hour I spoke 
to them of our responsibility before 
the Lord. When I had finished, one of 
the brothers stood up and said that all 
of them had come together to hear 
what I had to say, and now they were 
satisfied that I spoke the Word of God. 
As we knelt to pray I saw, for the 
first time in my life, a thing that 
happened just like this. It seemed that 
the knees of everyone touched the 
floor at the same time, and at that 
very instant the glory of the Lord fell. 
I have seen the glory come down many 
times, but not on everyone present at 
the same instant. What a rejoicing 
there was in every heart as wave after 
wave of blessing rolled over us! 

When we gathered at the table for 
that chicken dinner, I was advised 
that there were brethren to be bap- 
tized. I had not planned on this, but 
after dinner was over we all went 
down to a crystal-clear pool, and seven 
persons were baptized in water. There 
are a number more who are getting

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Satan’s Remuneration

TEXT: Romans 6:23, “For the 
WAGES of sin is DEATH; but the gift 
of God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” 


It appears the wage problem has 
been existing since the beginning of 
the human race. As far back as Moses, 
it can be seen in the flight of the 
Jews from the land of Egypt. God had 
permitted them to be subjected to 
cruel, despotic rule, and caused their 
tyrannical oppressors to exact more 
and more labor from them each day. 
Why? Had God forgotten them? Were 
they not His chosen children still? 
Despite the fact that they were grow- 
ing naturalized to Egypt, had culti- 
vated a taste for the cucumbers, 
onions, leeks, melons, and garlic, and 
could be distinguished from the Egyp- 
tians only by the contour of face and 
2. slight difference in the tone of voice, 
God loved them still and intended 
they should be delivered. But they 
must first be physically and mentally 
prepared, When the cruel, heartless 
taskmasters laid the merciless whip 
upon their tired backs until horrid 
gashes lay open to send rivers of blood 
down the spine of hoary sires; when 
youthful, robust Jews, smarting under 
the pain of the ignominious lash, 
turned their faces heavenward and be- 
gan to groan and travail for deliv- 
erance, along with convulsive mothers, 
whose sucking children were torn 
from their breasts and buried in wa- 
tery graves, God began to roll up His 
sleeves, and He made bare His arm 
in their defense. But their WAGE 
problem made them psychologically 
prepared for their exodus. 

In every war, the underlying cause 
is the wage problem. Some country 
feels it has not received enough ter- 
ritory, money, or prestige for its serv- 
ices and position in the world, so off 
it goes to sacrifice its men, might, 
and money on the horrible altars of 
the god of war. Rebellions and revolu- 
tions have been urged by this ever- 
present wage question. The neighing 
and prancing of the war horse has 
been heard; the thunderous tread of 
armies has been felt as it shook the 
very earth; fortunes have been de- 
pleted, nations devastated, and mil- 
lions murdered, all because some 
country somewhere felt it was not re- 
ceiving its just deserts.

Elsewhere, we see how the Golden Rule is 
defined in each of the 10 leading religions of 
the world as taken from Dr. Selwyn Champion’s 
book on the religions:

2. CHRISTIANITY—All things whatsoever 
you ome that men should do to you, do ye 
even so to them: for this is the law and the 
prophets.

Surely the maxim of 
lovingkindness is such—Do not wae others 
what you would not they do unto y 

4. HEBRAISM (the Jewish Religion) —What 
is hurtful to yourself do not to your fellow 
man. That is the whole of the Torah and the 
remainder is but commentary. 

5. HINDUISM—This is the sum of duty: do 
naught to others which if done to thee would 
cause thee pain. 

6. ISLAM (Mohammedanism)—No one of 
you is a believer until he loves for his brother 
what he loves for himself. 

7. JAINISM—In happiness and suffering, in 
joy and grief, we should regard all creatures as 
@: regard our own self, and, therefore, should

He gives some startling figures of the 
constant growth of the world’s population. 
Three hundred yea ago there were about 
400,000,000 people existing on the globe. Now, 
there are 2,250,000,000. 

If the population were evenly distributed 
over the earth, the problem would not be 
so great. But, unfortunately, densest popula- 
tions are in countries like India and ¢ hina 
where the soil has already been depleted in 
value and where the necessity of feeding 
the millions puts areas being cultivated 
constantly under forced draft. 

But in some of the more modern countries, 
the problem is acute. Italy, for instance, 
has 47,000,000 people and an annual net 
yo apne increase of And Italy just 
— enough land to support her popula- 

on. 

Fairfield Osborn says that the United States 
certainly cannot feed the world. 

“But any money granted, such as the 
$45,000,000 to teach backward areas and 
countries how to produce more food for 
themselves is money well spent.” 

People who are crowded into areas which 
cannot _—- enough food to keep them 
alive fall easy prey to war under any leader 
who promises them a better life. 

The request for the $45,000,000 to teach the 
crowded countries how to conserve land and 
improve agricultural methods should be 
granted by Congress. It is one of the most 
valuable things in connection with Point 
4 of our foreign program.

There is a commandment called the 
“first commandment with promise.” 
By speaking of the promise, the vast 
importance of the commandment is 
emphasized. Another might properly 
be called the “first commandment 
with penalty,” thus attracting our at- 
tention to it as one that must not be 
ignored, a must, in Roosevelt lingo. 
This is it: “Judge not that ye be not 
judged. For with what judgment ye 
judge, ye shall be —, Matt. 7:1, 2. 
They are the solemn words of the 
Lord Jesus in His first recorded ser- 
‘mon. 

So the people of other denomina- 
tions and movements must not be 
judged by us. Their actions may seem 
to us to be far below what we con- 
sider essential, even to salvation; but 
could that not have been said of Peter 
on the fatal night when he not only 
denied his Lord, but cursed and blas- 
phemed the holy name of God? Yet 
Jesus did not judge him so. The angel 
at the tomb, speaking for Jesus, said 
to the woman, “Go your way, tell his 
disciples and Peter that he goeth be- 
fore you into Galilee: there shall ye 
see him, as he said unto you.” That is, 
Jesus did not judge the status of 
Peter to be changed. When the acts 
of people of another movement or 
denomination give us a feeling of dis- 
approval, we dare not even hint the 
fact in any look or word of ours. “With 
what judgment ye judge, ye shall be 
judged.” 

So what? All of that means that 
with all their faults we dare not say 
they are not our brethren, but brothers 
to be loved by us, using Christ’s words, 
“As I have loved you.” We have to 
look up, up, up to view a love so high 
as that, It is utterly impossible for 
man by any exercise of his natural 
powers to love that way. Such love 
is shed abroad in the heart of the 
Holy-Spirit-baptized saint by the Holy 
Ghost. Rom. 5:5. Loving them this 
way makes impossible our slurring 
either them or the things they do 
in carrying on their church activities. 
It prevents our doing anything to 
hinder them in their working for the 
Lord, or in serving Him. Matt. 18:6. 

Jesus loves the weakest of them 
so devotedly that any word of praise 
spoken of them is taken by Him as 
spoken about Himself. Matt. 25:40. It 
is treasured by Him. Also any word 
of opprobrium spoken of them is tak- 
en by Jesus as spoken about Himself 
(Matt. 25:45), and remembered until 
that word is repented of and con- 
fessed. 

Thus far I have spoken of the nega- 
tive aspect of this vastly important 
subject. On the positive side there is 
also much to be said. It is a great 
grief to the Lord Jesus to have His 
children feel unkindly toward each 
other. John 17:20-23. Obeying His 
‘new commandment” would afford 
Him great pleasure. Is this not enough 
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to induce all, even those ministers 
and laymen whose favorite indoor 
sport has been finding fault with or 
casting slurs at the brethren on the 
opposite side of denominational lines, 
to begin smiling at them and sending 
bouquets? 

An assembly in the deep South was 
the only Pentecostal work in the rath- 
er large city. A member of the assem- 
bly, a talented man, saw an oppor- 
tunity, he said, to reach people not 
being reached by the assembly. He 
gathered a group around him and 
agreed with them to all withdraw and 
start another assembly. They felt that 
if they did not withdraw the pastor 
and people would try to hinder their 
enterprise. Bad blood on each side 
developed at once. Much mud was 
slung. Brotherly love was lost sight 
of. The world laughed—‘Another 
church split.” God was grieved. 

In another city a preacher member 
of the only assembly rented a hall 
and started a Sunday School. He re- 
mained in the assembly. The pastor 
brought him before the executive 
brethren, accusing him of unminis- 
terial conduct. The brethren exoner- 
ated the preacher, but he gave up his 
Sunday School. The assembly re- 
mained very small. A new pastor came. 
A group of members decided to start 
another assembly. When the new pas- 
tor heard of it, he said, “Fine! We’ll 
help you. Anything I can do let me 
know. I am delighted!” He was in- 
terested in the gospel going forth. 
With much help, financial and other- 
wise, from the old assembly, the new 
one was started, The old assembly took 
on new life and grew. The new church 
grew also. Soon yet another new as- 
sembly was proposed. The pastor did 
the same way. The same results fol- 
lowed. Now in that city nine assemblies 
of God, in loving unity, happily spread 
the glad tidings. The original assembly 
is many times larger than it was 
when it insisted on continuing to be 
the only assembly in town. 


Thus is illustrated the truth that 
the love of God, rather than the love 
of self, has the blessing of God. Envy 
is a mark of the carnal Christian. 1 
Cor. 3:33. An assembly made up of 
carnal Christians drags along at a 
“poor dying rate,” allowing the bulk 
of the sinners about to go unhindered 
on their way to perdition. Which is 
the God-way, that of the two strug- 
gling, impoverished assemblies, spend- 
ing their days in rancor and strife, or 
that of the smiling, happy-hearted, 
co-operating nine assemblies in the 
other city? 

I shall not insult the intelligence of 
the reader by answering the question. 
The remedy for this sore evil of al- 
lowing brotherly love to wane is easy 
to prescribe; but taking the remedy 
calls for the kind of humbling Jesus 
spoke of when He said, “Every one that 
exalteth himself shall be abased; and 
he that humbleth himself shall be 
exalted,” Luke 18:14.

Recently a brother informed m 
that he was leaving the Church an 
going into another movement, and 
because I had known and esteemed 
this brother and his family, I took 
the liberty to inquire as to why he 
was leaving. He quietly informed me 
further because the Church put too 
much pressure on the pastors in re- 
gards to money matters. He then stat- 
ed that not only he, but numbers of 
our pastors have come up against 
some difficulty in raising their budg- 
ets. When the congregation fails to 
respond, the pastor becomes disheart- 
ened and finally takes another way 
out. I wonder if God is not teaching 
us another lesson. Let us diagnose 
the case. 

First of all, wherever there is a 
sign of decay or leanness of spirit, 
we can feel assured we have let down 
somewhere. It is then that God brings 
to light the root of the trouble. Now 
the pressure has been placed on the 
shepherd of the flock. The general 
officials appeal to the state officials 
who in turn appeal to the pastors 
But when the pastor fails to get the 
job done, then what? Why don’t the 
people want to give? The answer is so 
simple. They do not have the spirit 
of giving; they are cold and indif- 
ferent to the things of God. The 
church that doesn’t want to give is 
powerless and passionless. We have 
failed in our communion with God. 
Short devotions have produced a su- 
perficial piety which deceives, blights, 
and impoverishes the soul. We have a 
costly outlay of surface work in many 
cases which will not stand taxing. 
I feel in many instances the preachers 
have let down. We have slighted our 
prayer life; we must secure more time 
for prayer, more solitude, and earlier 
hours would work wonders. 

Many times I have gone to service 
when I wished with all my heart the 
pastor would close the lid on the 
piano, put the instruments in the 
corner, and just take up the Word and 
preach, then call the people to prayer. 
I am a lover of music and singing, 
but too many people have come to the 
‘ge where they think they have to 

e entertained. Unless the preache 
cuts monkeyshines and says funn 
things to tickle their ears, he’s just a 
old fogy. But Jesus didn’t say sugar- 
coated sermons. The trouble is, too 
many preachers, as well as lay mem- 
bers, have been on a sugar diet, and 
a piece of good salt pork would knock 
them out. ' 

I learned a valuable lesson fro 
an old hen and eight little chicks. One 
day I was so discouraged I went out 
behind the brooder house and there 
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among the trees I got on my knees 
and cried out my heart to God. I cried 
a long time,:and then I felt better. 
While I was just thinking and waiting 
very quietly, the Lord spoke to me. 
He said, “Look at that hen there on 
the hillside. From the day you took 
her off the nest she has been teaching 
those baby chicks the same lesson— 
scratch, scratch, scratch—teaching 
them how to stay alive and remain 
vigorous and healthy.” The lesson 
seemed to be, over and over again, 
stir up the gift that is within thee. 
Preach the Word, yes, over and over: 
its regeneration, the new birth, sanc- 
tification, baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
governments, tongues, etc. Brother, 
too many times we quit scratching. 
It’s then that God must expose us and 
show us our weakness. 

So you are going under the wire? 
But where will you go? If you cannot 
go deeper in your ministry in one 
movement, you will not in another. 
Friends, we must face the facts; the 
preachers and the church need to keep 
up their prayer lives. When we get 
things fixed up on the inside, things 
on the outside will move on for God. 
Can we pray and teach our people 
to pray as did Jacob who was crowned 
the prevailing princely intercessor?

STEPS TO DIVINE FAVOR

I take for my text the last portion 
of James 4:14, “For what is your life? 
It is even a vapour, that appeareth 
for a little time, and then vanisheth 
away.” 

“For what is your life?” Life could 
be classifed as “an influence; an op- 
portunity; a failure, or a success; a fit 
or misfit.” The general conception of 
life in the world is very flimsy, but 


_ there are higher views to be had of 


the true life, as represented in God’s 
great design. 

First we shall notice three great 
sovereign life verbs: to have; to do; 
to be. Life’s problems may be classi- 
fied in these three verbs: The prob- 
lems of having, of doing, and of 
being. 

The problem of having comes first 
and fills a very important part in 


’ solving life’s difficulties. The desire 


to have is inborn and legitimate. It is 
right and good that we should have 


Que. There is a clamor in the 


world to have, and many of the 
things attained are but things of less- 
er import. There is a clamor for 
knowledge, which is but a mere ac- 
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cumulation of facts, while wisdom is 
the ability to properly utilize facts, 
and surely the greatest facts are 
contained in God’s eternal Word about 
the salvation of mankind. There are 
possibly some people in the world 
who could sneeze in Latin, cough in 
Greek, and dream in Hebrew, yet are 
not wise to what is that good, ac- 
ceptable, and perfect will of God re- 
garding their lives. 

It is all — and reasonable to have 
good earthly possessions, but there 
is certainly more and something 
greater in life than just to have the 
things of this earth. If this were not 
so, the apostles were truly insignifi- 
cant, for they had little or nothing 
of this world’s goods. So the verb “to 
have” has to do with only one phase 
of life—the industrial phase; with 
making a living rather than making 
a life. It is surely one thing to make 
a living and another to make a life. 
Plenty of people in the world who are 
making a good living are making a 
mighty poor life. Dust, earth, and 
ashes may be the composition of an 
existence, but not the composition of 
a life. Making a living is only for the 
outward man, only the crust. We can- 
not truly live or reach the summit, or 
God’s design, until we, as Paul, can 
say, “Now I live; yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me.” 

Now comes the problem of doing. 
It, too, has a big place in solving 
life’s difficulties. God’s call is for serv- 
ice, “By their fruits ye shall know 
them.” The divine emphasis is not on 
creed, but on deed. Religion is more 
than a message to be heard; it is a 
deed to be done. What the world needs 
is service. Its hurts are not healed by 
theories. It was the ACTS of the 
apostles that helped and saved man- 
kind, not their DOGMAS. May we be 
about our Father’s business in such 
a way that we shall not only absorb, 
but enrich; not only get, but give. 
Surely the greatest ideal ever known 
or portrayed is found in these words 
concerning Christ Jesus: “He went 
about doing good.” This can be said 
of some, but not of others. That great 
man Gladstone never wearied of say- 
ing, “One example is worth a thou- 
sand arguments.” Oh how true! So it 
is by exemplifying the true life that 
we vindicate our faith. May our faith 
not culminate in theories and dogmas, 
but merge into godly passion and 
Christlikeness. 

Now the third and final phase of our 
message has to do with being. It has 
to do with what we are. What you 
have is important; what you do is 
more important; but what you are is 
most important—all-important. Earth 
may ask, “What have you?” The 
Church may ask, “What have you 
done?” But God will ask you, “What 
are you?” Surely to some He will 
say, “Come, my faithful servant,” 
while to others He will say, “You work- 
ers of iniquity, I know you not.” We 
know the world’s big words are GET 
and HAVE. The Church’s big word is 
DO! God’s big word is BE. Oh, the 
blessedness of being a faithful child 
of God, with a life surrendered to Him 
and spent in His blessed service, that 
we may hear His “Well done, thou 


faithful servant, enter into the joy of 
thy Lord.”"—From The Southland 
Messenger.”

Rev. E. C. Clark, widely known 
Church of God minister and official, 
departed this life on August 27, 1950, 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Russell Hughes, Cleveland, Tenn. He 
had been ill as a result of a heart 
attack suffered ten days before. He 
was 60 years of age. 

Brother and Sister Clark had started 
to the General Assembly in Bir- 
mingham, Ala., and had stopped en 
route for a few days’ visit in Cleveland. 
It was while here that he became ill. 


In the ministry for 33 years, Broth- 
er Clark had rendered a valuable 
service to the Church of God. He was 
ordained a bishop in 1925. He had 
served as overseer of Indiana, West 
Virginia, Kansas, Missouri, and Ohio. 
He was a member of the Supreme 
Council in 1929-1941, 1944-1947. He 
was Associate Councillor in 1942 and 
1943. He was a member of the Church 
of God Mission Board in 1928, 1935- 
1939, 1941-1943, 1946 and 1947. He al- 
so served as a member of the Church 
of God Orphanage Board for four 
years. He was Managing Editor in 
1932-1934, 1942-1945. From 1946 to 
1948 he was Business Manager of the 
Church of God Publishing House. Al- 
so, in addition to the above, Brother 
Clark had served as an Assistant 
General Overseer and was a member 
of the General Board of Trustees. He 
was a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of Bible Training School and Col- 
lege in 1938-1941, 1945. At the time 
of his passing, Brother Clark was 
state overseer of the Church of God 
in Ohio. He had just completed a 
very successful two-year term. 


Brother Clark is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Esther Faye Clark; two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Russell Hughes and Mrs. El- 
bert Bryant, both of Cleveland, Tenn.; 
a granddaughter, Sheryl Renae 
Bryant; two sisters, Mrs. Eli Lilly and 
Mrs. Velorus Lilly, both of Beckley, 
W. Va.; one half sister, Mrs. J. G 
Starr, Skelton, W. Va; two brothers, 
Henry Clark, Camp Creek, W. Va.; 
S. B. Clark, McArthur, W. Va.; two 
half brothers, Arthur Lilly and Bill 
Lilly, both of Beckley, W. Va. 

Funeral services for Brother Clark 
were held at the North Cleveland, 
Tenn., Church of God, August 28, with

of God, meet Brother Clark on that 
beautiful shore. 

We extend our deepest and heart- 
felt sympathy to Sister Clark, who 
has stood so ~~ yt by the side 
of Brother Clark and helped him in 
his great work these many years, and 
to his daughters and their families, as 
well as to the many other relatives 
and close friends. 

The Church of God movement has 
lost a great leader. Neither the spo- 
ken word or written word could justly 
express the great feeling of apprecia- 
tion which thousands of people have 
for Brother Clark, for his Christian 
life and influence, and for his con- 
tribution to the Church in general. 

Though we shall miss him, miss his 
wise counsel, his encouraging words 
to press on, and the support from his 
prayers, we rejoice to know that an- 
other of God’s children has safely 
made it home. 

He was a great man to have known.

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We Shoulda Cherish 
OUR FREEDOMS

I think that we do not treasure our 
freedom and liberty until we lose it. 
I have visited a country that we often 
refer to as one of those “behind the 
Iron Curtain.” But coming back to 
Switzerland, I should like to refer to 
that country as a country “behind 
the Curtain of Fear.” I have always 
wanted to visit one of the countries 
dominated by Russia, and I was a little 
surprised at what I found. I do not 
intend to speak about the political 
situation, but in Czechoslovakia I met 
many Americans and not one Russian. 
Yet, I found the people of the country 
filled with fear. But I went to that 
country to visit God’s people, and it 
is wonderful to be with God’s people. 

I went to a conference that was to 
be held about 125 miles from the Rus- 
sian border, in Slovakia, the eastern 
part of the country of Czechoslovakia. 
I traveled on the International train 
from Strasbourg across Germany to 
Prague. Just as we got into the sta- 
tion at Prague, the train was leaving 
for eastern Czechoslovakia in a few 
minutes, so I quickly changed trains. 
It was a difficult job. People were 
cramming into every possible corner, 
but somehow I managed. From mid- 
night until 10 o’clock the next morn- 
ing I had to stand with people 
squeezed in all about me. I don’t think 
I have ever had such an experience; 
the soles of my feet were sore for 
the rest of the day, and I was worn 
out when I arrived at my destination. 

I could not understand anything the 
people were saying, and so I was 
always happy when I found some- 
body who could understand German. 
I spoke German as if it were my moth- 
er tongue. When I arrived at the sta- 
tion of the little town, I looked around 
to see if there was anyone to meet 
me. Then I saw a brother walking up 
and down waving the Pentecostal 
Evangel. Well, we kissed each other 
in good European fashion, and then 
he told me the news. 

The conference they had planned 
had been forbidden by the Govern- 
ment. Last year they had over 300 
people gathered together. This year 
they made even greater plans. They 
had expected many hundreds to come, 
and interest in this conference was 
great all over the country. But the 
Government denied them the permis- 
sion to hold it. The brother who was 
in charge of the meeting went to the 
security police and asked, “If I hold 
this conference, will you beat me?” 
They answered, “No, we don’t beat 
people in this modern day, especially 
not for religion, but we might lock 
you up for awhile.” 
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There is no persecution of Chris- 
tians in Czechoslovakia as yet. They 
do not work in that way, but instead 
they endeavor to instill a fear in the 
hearts of the people. 

The conference was not held in that 
town, but services were held in a 
church up in the mountains about 
twenty kilometers away. In this little 
town of 3,000 people there is a lovely 
Pentecostal church. It is a Catholic 
town, and this little Pentecostal 
church being in the town is a miracle. 
It happened that a man and his wife 
went to America, and, having met God 
and being filled with the Holy Spirit, 
they returned to this town to build 
a church. 

So the pastor said, “We won’t have 
our conference, but we shall have our 
own regular services.” 

On Saturday evening we had the 
opening service, and the people came 
in until the place was packed. On 
Sunday morning, at 9 o’clock, we 
started services again. We had services 
in the morning, afternoon, and night, 
and the hearts of the people were 
hungry. One could just feel it in 
the atmosphere of the services. 
Most of them were from the near- 
by vicinity, but some came from 
Moravia, Silesia, Sudetenland, 
southern Slovakia, and Czechoslo- 
vakia. They had all received the 
telegrams saying the conference was 
cancelled, but they were hungry for 
God, and they knew there would be 
services in the church. About 150 be- 
lievers gathered, and God blessed our 
hearts. The pastor translated the 
testimonies for me. I was thrilled to 
hear those from Hungary and Roman- 
ia who had come back to Czechoslo- 
vakia. Their testimonies were all of 
the faithfulness of God. In those meet- 
ings we prayed with seven for salva- 
tion, and on Monday, July 5, we had a 
baptismal service in the afternoon. 

First, I want to tell you about the 
morning service. I arose late, about 
7:15, and while we had a bite of 
breakfast, we heard the singing in 
the church next door. There the serv- 
ices began before 8 a.m. and con- 
tinued until the afternoon. The people 
were praying and rejoicing in God. 
I had heard much about the hunger 
of the eastern European heart after 
God, but I had never seen it until this 
trip to Czechoslovakia. 

After this service most of the men 
walked about fifteen kilometers over 
the mountains to where the baptis- 
mal service was to be held. Others rode 
in springless wagons about twenty- 
five kilometers. The pastor baptized 
five in water. It was wonderful to be- 





hold that sight. Then I had to say 
good-by to those people I had learned 
to love. They wanted me to stay and e 
go farther into the mountains, in 
order that we might visit some small- 
er groups of believers, but I wanted 
to visit the friends in Prague, and so 
I took a train after midnight and ar- 
rived about 9:30 a. m. 

They were holding the Eleventh 
Great Gymnastic Festival, The Sokol, 
which attracted thousands upon 
thousands from all over the country. 
I saw the great parade, the biggest 
parade I ever saw in my life, with 
over 70,000 participants and perhaps 
a million spectators. After I had 
watched it for an hour or two, I want- 
ed to get to the pastor’s house. I 
couldn’t take a tram because I could 
not speak the language. Finally I 
found a taxi driver who spoke Ger- 
man, who was traveling a circuitous 
route around the city, and at last we 
arrived at the pastor’s house. 

I had heard the people cheering 
all morning, but I couldn’t understand 
what they said. I asked the taxi driver 
what they were crying. Thirty thou- 
sand children a few days before had 
shouted in unison, “No matter what 
they say, we are the children of 
Masaryk,” and the crowds had chant- 
ed, “We want Benes for president.” 
But one group I heard didn’t mention 
the names of their heroes, but merely 
cried, “Long live the man we want.” 

Others with whom I spoke claimed 
that 90% of the people were against 
the regime, but there was nothing 
they could do because of the power in 
control. There was fear among the 
people everywhere. I was also at the 
great Sokol Festival, and there, too, 
was a great demonstration against 
the Government. But it is not my 
wishes to talk the political situation. 

There, on Wednesday night, I spoke 
in a Pentecostal assembly. A fine 
group of people were at that service. 
The young pastor in this assembly in 
Prague is a businessman. 

He told me, “This is the last month 
we will have our building.” 

They had been renting a nice hall 
in the center of the city, but the 
Communists needed it for one of their 
projects. 

He said, “Brother, pray for us that 
some place will be open.” 

Then he told me his vision and 
showed me his plans. He said, “We 
should like to build a little church.” 

I said, “Is it possible?” 

He replied, “It is very, very difficult, 
but we believe God can work a miracle 
for us even here.” 

Friends, won’t you pray for them 
that God will make a way? 

Throughout the country they fear 
that their liberties are being taken 
from them, and it seems that at such 
a time their hunger for God is greater 
than ever before. Living conditions are 
more difficult now than during the 
war. Even under the Nazi Regime it 
was better than it is today. Pray for 
this country. Our Pentecostal work is 
not strong. We have only a few 
churches, a few prexchers and work- 
ers, and not many believers, but the 
field is ripe unto harvest. It is truly a 
mission field. Pray for eastern Europe!

Let us consider the greatness of the 
handiwork of God! By His own finger 
He made the heavens, the earth, the 
moon and stars. In view of God’s won- 
derful creative power, how marvelous 
it is that He would take notice of such 
a lowly creature as man. Man isa 
lower order of creation than the an- 
gels, although the highest of His 
earthly creatures, as is indicated in 
the following verse: “And God said, 
Let us make man in our own image, 
after our likeness: and let them have 
dominion over the fish of the sea, and 
over the fowl of the air, and over the 
cattle, and over all the earth, and over 
every creeping thing that creepeth up- 
on the earth,” Gen. 1:26, God then 
gave man a beautiful home in which 
to live, and a helpmeet to be with 
him. He told them to be fruitful and 
multiply and to replenish the earth. 
Observe that man was not free to 
choose his own way, or do as he 
pleased, but was under obligation to 
do what God had said do. 

The sooner man learns that God 
means just what He says, the better 
it will be for man. Our country will 
be better. We shall have better homes, 
and the Church will be better. 

Notice also the following verse: “For 
thou hast made him a little lower 
than the angels, and hast crowned 
him with glory and honor,” Psa. 8:5. 
God has crowned man with glory and 
honor. He has set man over all the 
works of His hands. Man has indeed 
stooped very low, has sinned against 
God shamefully, and violated all His 
commandments, but man has held the 
highest place on earth. In fact, God 
created the earth for man, and caused 
the earth to produce herbs and fruits 
for him. He made the air for man. He 
prepared it for the modern radio 
broadcast. He put electricity into the 
air, so it could be generated whenever 
man needed it. All the late discoveries 
and inventions were included in the 
handiwork of God. It is God who has 
given man wisdom and knowledge to 
= and work them out little by 
ittle. 

After God did everything for man 
that He did in creation, and after 
man had utterly failed and disregard- 
ed God, then “God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, 

hat whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life’ (John 3:16.) That is how 
much God loves you, Do you appreci- 
ate it? Yet in spite of the wonderful 
love of God, man will deny Him, and 
often die without Him, to wake up 
in an eternity of hell and damnation. 
Why can’t we do what God says to do? 

The Bible says, “Love not the world, 
neither the things that are in the 
world. If any man love the world, the 
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love of the Father is not in him,” John 
2:15. That is why people cannot obey 
God. “For all that is in the world, 
the lust of the flesh, and the lust of 
the eyes, and the pride of life, is not 
of the Father, but is of the world,” 
1 John 2:16. Men are so full of the 
world that there is no room for Jesus. 
The devil has so blinded the eyes of 
the people that they cannot see where 
they are going. They know they are 
dying but they do not want anyone 
to tell them so. Men act as though 
they imagine they are going to live 
for ever and keep all their earthly 
possessions. But oh, friends, you will 
have to leave it all! You have to die! 
“It is appointed unto man once to 
die, but after this the judgment.” “The 
wages of sin is death, but the gift 
of God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” 

Oh, my fellow man, I would to God 
you would do what the Lord says do. 
You were created to serve and glorify 
God. Why not give your heart to Him 
before it is too late? Tomorrow’s sun 
may never rise upon your life. You 
do not have anything in this world 
that you can claim as your own. You 
came into the world with nothing, 
and it is certain you are going out 
with nothing. If you repent you can 
have something worth it all. 

Here are some men who failed to do 
what God said do: “Then said Saul, 
I have sinned: return, my son David: 
for I will no more do thee harm, be- 
cause my soul was precious in thine 
eyes this day: behold, I have played 
the fool, have erred exceedingly” (1 
Sam. 26:21). Why did you say that, 
Saul? Because you disobeyed God, You 
determined to have your own way or 
die. And so you did, and died without 
God. Behold, to obey is better than 
sacrifice. 

“And he said, This will I do: I will 
pull down my barns, and build great- 
er; and there will I bestow all my 
fruits and my goods. And I will say 
to my soul, Soul, thou hast much goods 
laid up for many years; take thine 
ease, eat, drink, and be merry” (Luke 
12:18, 19). Why think about dying 
and leaving this world? I will do as I 
please, Bible or no Bible, God or no 
God, church or no church. I am living 
for a big time, and I am going to 
have it. But God stepped in. God said 
unto him, “Thou fool, this night thy 
soul shall be required of thee.” My 
God, my God, can’t we see that when 
we fail to do what God says do we 
are going to hit the rocks and die lost 
and without God? This man had a 
good chance to live, but he forgot 
that he was just a little man made 
by God. He planned to do this and 
that, but he did nothing but make 
a fool of himself. You can do just as 
he did if you want to, or you can 
repent now and find Christ Jesus, the 
Son of God, that taketh away the sin 
of the world.

and idolatry. Because thou hast re- 
jected the word of the Lord, he also 
hath rejected thee,” 1 Sam. 15:23.

Hear some of their dying testi- 
monies: “I am abandoned by God and 
man. I will give you half of what I am 
worth if you will give me six months 
to live.’—Voltaire. He denied God. 
You can’t deny Him as your Saviour 
and get by with it.

My God, how 
sad it is! 

“O Lord, help me, for I cannot bear 
to be left alone. Send even a child 
ie play with me.”—Thos.

“Wash me 
throughly from mine iniquity, and 
cleanse me from my sin. Purge me 
with hyssop, and I shall be clean: wash 
me and I shall be whiter than snow.”

PROTESTANTS INCREASE 200 
PER CENT IN MISSION FIELDS 


NEW YORK—Protestants in foreign mis- 
sion areas have increased over 200 per cent 
in the last 23 years, it was disclosed in a 
report issued here by the International Mis- 
sionary Council. 

The report was prepared by E. J. Bingle, 
research secretary 
sionary Council, London. It is based on a 
study covering 120 countries and island groups 
outside the United States, Canada, New Zea- 
land, Australia, and Europe. a“ o 

Protestant numbers in these countries, e 
report said, jumped from 6,517,697 in 1925 to 
25,341,283 in 1948. 

Greatest gains were reported in South Africa 
and India-Pakistan. Over the 23-year period, 
the number of Protestants increased from 
714,013 to 5,467,281 in South Africa and from 
580,212 to 4,100,224 in India-Pakistan. 

In Latin America, the largest gains were 
reported in Brazil, Argentina, and Mexico. 
The increases were from 69,527 to 1,657,524 in 
Brazil, from 3,350 259,056 in Argentina, 
and from 31,138 to 265,148 in Mexico. 

The Southwest Pacific islands, according 
to the report, showed marked results from 
missionary activity. In 1925, the report states, 
there were no Protestants in the Solomon 
Islands or in Micronesia. Now there are 54,173 
Solomon Island Protestants, and 141,911 
Micronesian Protestants. In Indonesia, where 
in 1925 the Protestant population was 300,529, 
it now numbers 1,737,866. 

According to the report, there is at present 
a world total of 192,987 workers in the Prot- 
estant foreign mission field. Of this number 
only 25,989 are of ordained clergymen, the re- 
maining 166,998 are laymen and women. 

There are 8,883 clergymen from foreign 
countries serving as missionaries, as com- 
pared to 17,106 nationals. The report disclosed 
a much higher percentage of national lay 
workers as contrasted to foreign lay mission- 
aries. 

Countries with the largest number of mis- 
sion agencies and churches are South Africa, 
with 82 mission groups and denominations; 
India-Pakistan with 101. plus 37 theological 
seminaries and 79 Bible schools; and China 
with 81 mission groups including 50 theologi- 
cal seminaries and 169 Bible schools. 

The total number of worship places in the 
areas surveyed is 141,169. 

Only one country of all those surveyed, 
Turkey, showed a loss in Protestant popula- 
tion. Here Protestants declined from 15,283 
in 1925 to 2,900 in 1948. Other countries in the 
Near East showed considerable increases. In 
Syria and Lebanon, during the 23-year period, 
Protestant population jumped from 3,735 to 
21,527; Palestine and Transjordan registered 
an increase from 3,136 to 16,115; Egypt from 
41,006 to 163,190; and the Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan from 244 to 19,442. 

In the Far East Korea showed an increase 
from 201,063 to 743,773; Manchuria from 245 
to 54,938 and China from 594,086 to 1,404,178.

MARRIAGE ENDS 


HOLLYWOOD—Actress Sally Seaver, 22, 
who was granted an annulment March 
27, of her marriage to Studio Casting Director 
Robert W. Webb because she was a “kissless 
bride,” attempted suicide today by taking 
sleeping pills, Detective R. R. Christopher 
reported. 


She was found unconscious in her home, 
and her condition was reported as critical. 

Officers said they found a rambling note, 
addressed to her parents, at her bedside, 
which said in part: “The happy times I’ve 
had are no compensation for the misery I’ve 
gone through. Please forgive me for what 
I’ve done.***I don’t want to hurt you. I 
worship Michael, I really do. We should have 
a normal life, not the kind I could give him. 
Tell —-_————— I love him and will never love 
another. After told me tonight I was 
stupid and dumb I could never make any- 
thing of myself.” 

Christopher said “Michael” is believed to- 
be the actress’ son by a previous marriage. 

In obtaining the annulment, Miss Seaver 
claimed Webb married her merely to spite 
another woman.
